TO  INCORPORATE  THE  DOWN   TOWN  ASSOCIATION 
IN  THE  CITY  OF  NEW  YORK. 

Passed  April  17,  1860. 

As  amended  by  an  Act  passed  February  5th,  1885. 

The  people  of  the  State  of  Nezv  York  repre- 
sented in  Senate  and  Assembly  do  enact  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Robert  L.  Maitland,  Henry  M. 
Alexander,  Robert  Gordon,  James  Couper  Lord, 
Robert  Lenox  Kennedy,  Howard  Potter,  William 
Allen  Butler,  Francis  H.  Palmer,  James  Boor- 
man  Johnston,  and  George  Fuller,  together  with 
such  other  persons  as  may  be  or  become  asso- 
ciated with  them,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body 
corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Down 
Town  Association  in  the  City  of  New  York. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  the  corporation  hereby 
created  is  to  furnish  to  persons  engaged  in  com- 
mercial and  professional  pursuits  in  the  City  of 
New  York,  facilities  for  social  intercourse,  and 
such  accommodations  as  are  required  during  the 
intervals  of  business  while  at  a  distance  from 
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AN  ACT 


their  residences,  also  the  advancement  of  litera- 
ture and  art,  by  establishing  and  maintaining  a 
library,  reading-room  and  gallery  of  art,  or  by 
such  other  means  as  shall  be  expedient  and 
proper  for  such  purpose. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the 
power  to  make  and  adopt  a  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  and  Regulations  for  the  admission,  sus- 
pension and  expulsion  of  its  members  and  their 
government,  the  collection  of  fees  and  dues,  the 
election  of  its  officers,  and  to  define  their  duties, 
and  for  the  safe-keeping  and  protection  of  its 
property  and  funds,  and  from  time  to  time  to 
alter  or  repeal  such  Constitution,  By-Laws, 
Rules  and  Regulations.  The  ten  persons  named 
in  the  first  section  of  this  Act  shall  constitute  the 
Trustees  and  Managers,  until  others  are  elected 
in  their  place. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  Corporation  may  purchase 
and  hold,  and  mortgage,  or  lease  any  real  or 
personal  estate,  provided  that  it  shall  not  hold 
any  real  estate,  the  value  of  which  shall  exceed 
the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  Corporation  shall  possess  the 
general  powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  general 
restrictions  and  liabilities  prescribed  in  the  third 
title  of  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the  first  part  of 
the  Revised  Statutes. 
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Sec.  6.  The  legislature  may  at  any  time  alter 
or  repeal  this  Act. 

Sec.  7.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immedi- 
ately. 

Note. — Under  the  "General  Corporation  Law" 
of  New  York  as  amended  by  Chap.  581  of  Laws 
1911,  Clubs  are  authorized  to  take  and  hold 
property  of  the  value  of  ten  million  dollars. 
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As  amended  to  June  1st,  1917 
I. 

MANAGEMENT 

1.  The  property  and  affairs  of  the  Association 
shall  be  managed  by  fifteen  Trustees  and  Man- 
agers, to  be  elected  from  its  members. 

2.  The  Trustees  and  Managers  shall,  at  their 
first  meeting  after  each  annual  election  of  the 
Association,  elect  from  their  own  number  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary  and  Trea- 
surer, who  shall  hold  office  until  the  fourth 
Wednesday  of  the  succeeding  May  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected. 

3.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Association,  and  of  the  Trustees  and  Man- 
agers. He  shall,  with  the  Secretary,  sign  all 
written  contracts  and  obligations  of  the  Associa- 
tion except  bank  checks,  and  exercise  the  usual 
functions  pertaining  to  his  office. 

4.  The  Vice-President  shall  have  the  power 
and  perform  the  duties  of  the  President  in  the 
latter's  absence. 

5.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  and 
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records  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the 
Association,  and  of  the  Trustees  and  Managers. 
He  shall,  with  the  President,  sign  all  written  con- 
tracts and  obligations  of  the  Association  except 
bank  checks,  have  the  custody  of  the  seal  of  the 
Association  and  perform  the  usual  duties  per- 
taining to  his  office. 

6.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  receive  all 
moneys  due  and  belonging  to  the  Association, 
and  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  funds,  securities 
and  title-deeds  thereof.  He  shall  pay  all  bills  on 
the  certificate  of  their  correctness  by  two  mem- 
bers of  the  House  Committee.  He  shall  keep 
regular  and  correct  accounts  and  submit  a 
monthly  report  to  the  Trustees  and  Managers. 
He  shall  submit  at  each  annual  meeting  a 
report,  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Association. 

7.  The  Trustees  and  Managers  shall  appoint 
a  committee  of  five  from  their  own  number,  to 
be  known  as  the  House  Committee,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be,  subject  to  the  direction  and  control 
of  the  Trustees  and  Managers,  to  direct  and 
manage  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  to  receive 
and  act  upon  complaints  and  suggestions  of 
members,  and  to  make  rules  for  the  use  of  the 
Club  House  by  the  members  and  for  their  con- 
duct therein. 
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II. 

MEETINGS 

1.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the 
Association  on  the  fourth  Wednesday  of  May  in 
each  year,  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon;  if  no 
quorum  be  present  the  presiding  officer  shall 
adjourn  the  meeting  to  any  other  day  at  the 
same  hour. 

2.  Upon  the  written  request  of  twenty-five 
members  the  Trustees  and  Managers  shall  call  a 
special  meeting  to  consider  a  specific  subject. 

3.  Twenty  -  five  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association. 

4.  The  Trustees  and  Managers  shall  meet  at 
least  once  a  month,  and  as  often  as  they  may 
think  necessary.    Five  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

III. 

ELECTION  OF  TRUSTEES  AND  MANAGERS 

1.  The  Trustees  and  Managers  elected  at  the 
annual  meeting  in  the  year  1886,  shall  at  their 
first  meeting  choose  five  members  of  the  Associa- 
tion, who  with  themselves  shall  constitute  and 
be  the  Trustees  and  Managers  for  the  year  end- 
ing on  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  May,  1887. 
The  Trustees  and  Managers  so  constituted  shall 
divide  themselves  by  lot  into  three  classes  of  five 
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each,  and  the  terms  of  office  of  such  classes  shall 
expire  on  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  May  in  the 
years  1887,  1888,  and  1889,  respectively,  or  when 
their  successors  are  elected. 

2.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association, 
five  Trustees  and  Managers  shall  be  elected  to 
replace  the  outgoing  class,  who  shall  hold  office 
for  three  years  or  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 

3.  The  election  of  Trustees  and  Managers 
shall  be  by  ballot,  and  the  polls  shall  be  kept 
open  for  two  hours. 

4.  The  five  candidates  receiving  the  largest 
number  of  votes  shall  be  deemed  to  be  chosen 
at  such  election. 

5.  A  vacancy  existing  among  the  Trustees 
and  Managers  from  any  cause  other  than  the 
expiration  of  a  term  may  be  filled  by  themselves 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  the  Trustee  and 
Manager  whose  resignation  or  retirement  has 
caused  such  vacancy. 

6.  The  Trustees  and  Managers  shall  at  their 
stated  meeting  in  the  month  of  April  in  each 
year,  appoint  a  nominating  Committee  composed 
of  three  members  of  the  Association  at  large, 
who  shall  select  candidates  to  be  voted  for  at 
the  ensuing  annual  election  of  Trustees  and 
Managers.    The  names  of  such  candidates  shall 
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be  posted  for  two  weeks  preceding  such  elec- 
tion. 

7.  No  member  shall  be  eligible  for  election  as 
a  Trustee  or  Manager,  unless  his  name  shall 
have  been  posted  as  a  candidate  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  Club  House  for  at  least  five  days 
before  the  election. 

IV. 

MEMBERSHIP 

1.  The  number  of  members  shall  not  exceed 
one  thousand.  Any  person  twenty-one  years  of 
age  may  become  a  member  of  the  Association 
upon  election  by  the  Trustees  and  Managers, 
and  payment  of  the  initiation  fees  and  yearly 
dues. 

2.  Candidates  for  membership  must  be  pro- 
posed and  seconded  by  two  members  in  their 
own  handwriting  in  a  book  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  their  names  shall  be  posted  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  in  the  Club  House  at  least  ten 
days  before  any  action  can  be  taken  thereon  by 
the  Trustees  and  Managers. 

3.  Candidates  duly  proposed  and  seconded, 
whose  names  shall  have  been  posted  for  a  period 
of  ten  days  as  above  provided,  shall  be  balloted 
for  by  the  Trustees  and  Managers  for  admission 
to  the  Association,  one  adverse  ballot  in  five 
excluding. 
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4.  Persons  not  residing  within  50  miles  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  nor  engaged  in  business 
within  those  limits  may  be  elected  non-resident 
members  and  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  membership  in  the  Association  except 
that  of  voting,  but  they  shall  not  be  counted 
among  the  number  to  which  the  membership  is 
limited. 

5.  Candidates  for  non-resident  membership 
must  be  proposed  and  elected  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  is  provided  for  the  proposal  and  election 
of  candidates  for  full  membership. 

6.  A  non  -  resident  member  may  become  a 
resident  member,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  and  Managers,  by  notifying  the 
Treasurer  of  his  desire  to  become  such,  upon  the 
first  occurrence  of  a  vacancy  in  the  list  of  mem- 
bership. Such  non-resident  member  shall,  upon 
payment  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  difference 
between  the  amount  of  the  entrance  fee  then 
required  from  full  members,  and  that  originally 
paid  by  him,  be  and  become  a  full  member  and 
subject  to  full  dues. 

7.  A  full  member  may  become  a  non-resident 
member  at  any  time  by  notifying  the  Treasurer 
of  his  right  to  and  desire  for  such  membership 
and  upon  his  application  being  approved  by  the 
Trustees  and  Managers;  but  he  shall  not  be 
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entitled  to  any  return  or  rebate  of  his  annual 
dues  for  the  then  current  year. 

8.  On  the  election  of  a  candidate  the  Trea- 
surer shall  notify  his  proposer  of  the  fact,  and  if 
such  newly  elected  member  shall  not  within 
thirty  days  after  such  notification  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  his  entrance  fee  and  annual  dues,  his 
election  shall  be  void. 

9.  A  member  desiring  to  withdraw  from  the 
Association  must  signify  his  intention  in  writing 
to  the  Treasurer  before  the  first  day  of  May, 
otherwise  he  shall  be  liable  to  pay  his  annual 
dues  for  the  succeeding  year. 

10.  A  former  member  who  has  resigned  in 
good  standing  upon  being  again  proposed  for 
membership  shall  be  balloted  for  before  any 
other  candidate. 

11.  Any  member  may  be  suspended  or  ex- 
pelled for  cause  by  a  vote  of  two  -  thirds  of  all 
the  Trustees  and  Managers.  A  copy  of  the 
charges  preferred  against  a  member  shall  be 
served  upon  him  at  least  three  weeks  before  the 
meeting  at  which  the  same  shall  be  considered, 
together  with  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
such  meeting. 

12.  Any  member  may  become  a  Life  Member 
on  the  payment  of  one  thousand  dollars.  The 
number  of  Life  Members  of  the  Association 
shall  not  exceed  fifty.    Life  Members  shall  have 
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all  the  rights  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to 
all  the  penalties  of  the  regular  members,  but 
shall  forever  be  exempt  from  all  Annual  Dues. 
Whenever  a  member  becomes  a  Life  Member 
a  vacancy  shall  be  created  thereby  in  the  Resi- 
dent or  Non  -  resident  membership  as  the  case 
may  be. 

13.  At  any  annual  meeting,  by  vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present  and  voting  there- 
at, the  Association  may  elect  as  an  Honorary 
Member  any  member  who  shall  have  been  nomi- 
nated by  the  Trustees  and  Managers  on  account 
of  distinguished  services  rendered  to  the  Asso- 
ciation. Honorary  Members  shall  be  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Association  and  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  Annual  Dues. 

V. 

ENTRANCE  FEES  AND  DUES 

1.  The  entrance  fee  of  full  members  shall  be 
two  hundred  dollars,  and  the  annual  dues  one 
hundred  dollars. 

2.  The  entrance  fee  of  non-resident  members 
shall  be  one  hundred  dollars  and  the  annual  dues 
fifty  dollars. 

3.  The  annual  dues  of  resident  members  shall 
be  payable  semi-annually  in  advance  on  the  first 
days  of  May  and  November  in  each  year,  and, 
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if  not  paid  by  the  first  day  of  July  and  January 
thereafter,  the  member  in  default  shall  cease  to 
be  a  member  of  the  Association  unless  excused 
by  a  vote  of  the  Trustees  and  Managers.  The 
annual  dues  of  non-resident  members  shall  be 
payable  annually  in  advance  on  the  first  day  of 
May  in  each  year,  and,  if  not  paid  by  the  first 
day  of  July  thereafter,  the  member  in  default 
shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Association 
unless  excused  by  a  vote  of  the  Trustees  and 
Managers. 

4.  A  person  elected  to  full  membership  be- 
tween the  dates  fixed  for  the  payment  of  dues 
shall  pay,  in  addition  to  the  entrance  fee,  dues 
pro  rata  from  the  first  of  the  month  following 
the  date  of  his  election  until  the  next  following 
day  for  payment  of  annual  dues. 

5.  A  member  who  shall  be  continuously  ab- 
sent from  the  City  of  New  York  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  one  year,  may  have  one-half  of 
his  annual  dues  remitted  during  such  absence, 
provided  he  shall  notify  the  Treasurer  of  his 
intended  absence  prior  to  his  departure. 

VI. 

VISITORS 

1.  A  member  may  invite  friends  to  accom- 
pany him  to  the  Club  House  under  such  regula- 
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tions  as  the  House  Committee  shall  prescribe. 
The  charges  incurred  for  their  guests  shall,  in 
all  cases,  be  borne  by  the  members  introducing 
them. 

2.  A  member  may  invite  to  the  use  of  the 
privileges  of  the  Association  for  a  period  of  two 
weeks,  a  person  neither  resident  nor  doing  busi- 
ness in  the  city,  but  may  not  have  more  than  one 
such  guest  at  a  time.  A  two-weeks  visitor  may 
not  be  again  introduced  during  a  period  of  three 
months  from  the  date  of  his  former  introduction. 
The  names  and  residences  of  such  visitors  and 
the  names  of  the  members  introducing  them 
must  be  recorded,  and  members  shall  be  respon- 
sible for  any  indebtedness  incurred  by  their 
guests. 

3.  Officers  of  the  Army  and  Navy,  and 
strangers  not  residing  in  nor  within  fifty  miles 
of  the  city,  upon  being  proposed  by  a  member 
and  approved  by  the  Trustees  and  Managers, 
may  become  visitors  for  the  period  of  one  month, 
three  months,  and  six  months,  upon  paying  the 
sums  of  ten,  twenty-five  and  fifty  dollars,  re- 
spectively. All  applications  for  six  months'  or 
three  months'  privileges  shall  be  referred  to  such 
Membership  Committee  as  may  be  designated 
by  the  Board. 

4.  The  Trustees  and  Managers  may  invite 
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any  stranger  of  distinction  to  the  use  of  the 
privileges  of  the  Association  and  may  cancel  and 
revoke  an  invitation  given  to  any  stranger. 

5.  Visitors  shall  not  have  the  privilege  of 
introducing  strangers,  but  may  entertain  guests 
in  the  private  dining-rooms. 

VII. 

ACCOUNTS 

Members  shall  discharge  their  indebtedness 
for  supplies  ordered  in  each  month  by  the  10th 
day  of  the  following  month.  The  names  of 
members  who  shall  fail  to  do  so  shall  be  posted, 
and  notice  thereof  shall  be  mailed  to  them.  A 
member  thus  posted  who  shall  fail  to  pay  his 
indebtedness  within  ten  days  thereafter  may  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Trustees  and  Managers  be 
suspended  from  the  privileges  of  the  Association. 

The  Trustees  and  Managers  or  the  House 
Committee  in  the  intervals  between  the  regular 
meetings  of  the  Trustees  and  Managers  shall 
have  the  power  at  any  time  to  limit  or  suspend 
the  credit  of  any  member. 

A  member  failing  to  pay  an  account  due  the 
Association  (except  the  annual  dues)  three 
weeks  after  notice  of  debt,  and  a  request  from 
the  House  Committee  to  pay  the  same,  shall  have 
his  membership  forfeited  at  a  regular  meeting 
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of  the  Board  of  Managers  by  a  majority  vote  of 
those  present. 

VIII. 

AMENDMENTS 

These  By-Laws  may  be  repealed,  altered  or 
amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association  by  a 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  pro- 
vided that  notice  of  such  repeal,  alteration  or 
amendement  shall  have  been  posted  in  the  Club 
House  for  thirty  days  before  the  meeting  at 
which  it  is  proposed  to  consider  the  same. 


RULES 


OF  THE 

TRUSTEES   AND  MANAGERS 
June  1,  1912 

STATED  MEETINGS 

1.  Stated  meetings  of  the  Trustees  and  Man- 
agers shall  be  held  at  the  Club  House,  on  the 
third  Thursday  of  every  month,  at  half-past 
twelve  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

SPECIAL  MEETINGS 

2.  The  vSecretary  shall,  whenever  so  requested 
in  writing  by  the  President,  Vice-President  or 
three  Trustees,  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board  by  causing  at  least  one  day's  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  such  meeting  and  of  the  busi- 
ness to  be  considered  thereat,  to  be  sent  to  all 
the  Trustees.  No  business  except  that  of  which 
notice  shall  have  been  given  as  above  provided 
shall  be  transacted  at  any  special  meeting. 

ABSENCES 

3.  Any  Trustee  who  shall  be  absent  from 
three  successive  stated  meetings  without  being 
excused  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  shall  be  deemed 
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to  have  resigned  therefrom,  and  his  place  may 
be  filled  by  an  election. 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS 

4.  The  order  of  business  at  every  stated 
meeting  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Calling  the  roll. 

2.  Reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  preceding 
stated  meeting  and  of  any  special  meeting  since 
held. 

3.  Presentation  of  excuses  for  absence. 

4.  Report  of  the  Secretary. 

5.  Report  of  the  Treasurer. 

6.  Report  of  the  House  Committee. 

7.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

8.  Election  of  new  members. 

9.  Miscellaneous  business. 

secretary's  report 

5.  The  Secretary  shall  report  at  every  stated 
meeting  all  correspondence  had  since  the  last 
preceding  meeting,  except  letters  relating  to 
candidates  proposed  for  admission  to  member- 
ship. 

treasurer's  report 

6.  The  Treasurer  shall  report  in  writing  at 
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every  stated  meeting  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Association. 

HOUSE  COMMITTEE'S  REPORT 

7.  The  House  Committee  shall  report  at 
every  stated  meeting  the  general  condition  of 
the  afifairs  and  management  of  the  Association, 
and  such  special  matters  as  they  may  desire  to 
call  to  the  attention  of  the  Trustees. 

NO  TRUSTEE  TO   PROPOSE  CANDIDATES 

8.  No  Trustee  shall  propose  or  second  a 
candidate  for  membership. 

CANDIDATES  FOR  MEMBERSHIP 

9.  No  name  of  a  candidate  for  membership 
shall  be  acted  upon  unless  he  be  personally 
known  to  at  least  two  Trustees  present,  or 
vouched  for  in  writing  by  two  Trustees,  and  a 
letter  of  recommendation  shall  have  been  re- 
ceived from  both  his  proposer  and  seconder,  giv- 
ing such  information  as  will  enable  the  Trustees 
to  act  upon  the  nomination.  Additional  letters 
of  recommendation  should  also  be  furnished. 

If,  when  the  name  of  a  candidate  shall  first 
come  before  the  Board  for  action,  these  require- 
ments shall  not  have  been  complied  with,  it  shall 
be  laid  over  until  the  next  meeting ;  at  the  second 
appearance  under  the  same  conditions  it  shall 
be  placed  at  the  foot  of  the  list,  and  upon  its 
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again  coming  up  in  order,  should  these  require- 
ments still  not  be  complied  with,  it  shall  be 
dropped  from  the  list. 

ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS 

10.  The  names  of  candidates  for  full  mem- 
bership duly  proposed  and  posted  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  By-Laws  and  in  re- 
gard to  which  the  requirements  of  Rule  9  shall 
have  been  complied  with,  shall  be  acted  upon  in 
the  order  of  their  proposal.  The  name  of  any 
candidate  when  it  shall  first  come  before  the 
Board  for  action,  shall,  at  the  request  of  any 
Trustee  present,  be  passed  over  for  consideration 
at  the  next  meeting.  Whenever  a  vacancy  exists 
in  the  number  of  Life  Members,  it  may  be  filled 
from  the  names  of  candidates  for  full  member- 
ship, which  may  be  taken  up  out  of  order,  pro- 
viding that  the  requirements  of  Rule  9  have 
been  complied  with,  but  this  provision  shall  only 
apply  in  case  there  are  no  resident  members  ap- 
plying at  that  time  for  Life  Membership. 

Each  candidate  shall  be  balloted  for  separate- 
ly, and  the  result  of  each  ballot  as  provided  for 
in  Section  3  of  By-Law  IV.  shall  be  declared  by 
the  Chair. 

A  second  ballot  upon  the  election  of  a  pro- 
posed member  shall  be  taken  at  any  time  before 
the  adjournment  of  a  meeting  upon  the  motion 
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of  any  Trustee,  provided  all  the  Trustees  voting 
at  the  first  ballot  shall  still  be  present. 

ELECTION  OF  NON-RESIDENTS 

11.  The  names  of  candidates  for  non-resi- 
dent membership  shall  be  acted  on  in  the  same 
manner  and  with  the  like  effect  as  is  provided 
for  in  the  case  of  full  members,  and  a  separate 
list  of  such  candidates  shall  be  kept  by  the 
Secretary. 

ELECTION  OF  VISITORS 

12.  The  names  of  those  proposed  as  visitors 
under  Section  3  of  By-Law  VI.  shall  be  voted 
upon  separately  by  ballot,  and  one  negative  vote 
in  five  shall  reject. 

STRANGERS  OF  DISTINCTION 

13.  Strangers  of  distinction  may  be  invited 
to  the  use  of  the  privileges  of  the  Association 
under  Section  4  of  By-Law  VI.  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Trustees  present  at  any  meet- 
ing; but  any  invitation  so  given  may  be  revoked 
at  any  meeting  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  those 
present. 

HOUSE  COMMITTEE 

14.  The  members  of  the  House  Committee 
provided  for  by  Section  7  of  By-Law  I.  shall  be 
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chosen  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  Trustees  and 
Managers  and,  so  long  as  they  remain  Trustees, 
shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are 
chosen.  Any  member  of  the  House  Committee 
may  at  any  time  be  replaced  thereon  by  the 
choice  of  a  successor  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
all  the  Trustees  and  Managers.  The  House 
Committee  may  at  any  time  suspend  an  invita- 
tion given  to  any  stranger  under  the  provisions 
of  Sections  1,  2  and  3  of  By-Law  VI.,  reporting 
their  action  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  Trustees. 
The  House  Committee  may  make  suitable  rules 
for  the  conduct  of  the  business  entrusted  to 
them.  The  rules  of  the  House  Committee  pro- 
vided for  by  Section  7  of  By-Law  I.  may  be 
added  to,  altered  or  repealed  at  any  meeting  by 
a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Trustees  and 
Managers,  and  any  rules  of  the  House  Commit- 
tee for  their  own  conduct  may  be  imposed,  al- 
tered or  repealed  by  a  like  vote  of  the  Trustees. 

PROCEEDINGS  CONFIDENTIAL 

15.  All  proceedings  relating  to  the  election  of 
members  and  all  communications  respecting  can- 
didates shall  be  regarded  as  confidential  and 
shall  not  be  divulged.  All  letters  concerning  a 
candidate  except  those  from  his  proposer  and 
seconder  shall,  when  his  name  has  been  finally 
acted  on,  be  destroyed.

AMENDMENTS,  ETC. 

16.  These  rules  may  be  amended,  added  to 
or  repealed  at  any  stated  meeting  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  those  present,  provided  notice  of 
the  proposed  amendment,  addition  or  repeal  shall 
have  been  given  at  a  preceding  stated  meeting. 
The  operation  of  any  of  these  rules,  except  that 
of  Rule  2,  may  be  suspended,  at  any  time,  by 
unanimous  consent. 
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OF  THE 

HOUSE  COMMITTEE 

HOURS 

The  Club  House  shall  be  open  for  the  admis- 
sion of  members  daily,  except  on  Sundays  and 
legal  holidays,  from  7  o'clock  a.  m.  until  5  o'clock 
p.  m.,  and  will  be  kept  open  later  for  the  accom- 
modation of  parties  of  six  or  more  persons  in  the 
private  dining-rooms,  if  application  is  made  to 
the  Steward  by  the  day  before  such  accommoda- 
tion is  desired. 

RESTRICTIONS 

1.  Smoking  is  prohibited  in  the  main  dining- 
rooms. 

2.  No  books,  periodicals  or  newspapers  shall 
be  taken  from  the  reading-room. 

3.  Servants  shall  not  be  sent  out  of  the  Club 
House  by  a  member. 

4.  Dogs  shall  not  be  brought  into  the  Club 
House. 
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PRIVATE  ROOMS 

1.  Private  dining-rooms  may  be  engaged  by 
parties  of  four  or  more  persons,  upon  application 
to  the  office,  and  for  their  use  a  charge  of  four 
dollars  for  the  small  rooms  and  six  dollars  for 
the  large  room  will  be  made.  No*  private  room 
shall  be  occupied  by  fewer  than  four  persons, 
nor  without  a  charge  therefor  as  above  provided, 
unless  for  special  reasons  and  with  the  express 
permission  of  the  House  Committee  first  ob- 
tained. 

2.  Private  rooms  may  be  engaged  by  mem- 
bers for  meetings  when  a  charge  of  five  dollars 
for  the  small  rooms  and  ten  dollars  for  the  large 
room  will  be  made  for  the  use  thereof. 

complaints 

Complaints  and  suggestions  as  to  cooking, 
wTines,  attendance,  service  and  the  general  ad- 
ministration of  the  internal  afifairs  of  the  Asso- 
ciation must  be  made  in  writing  to  the  House 
Committee.  All  such  complaints  and  suggestions 
will  receive  the  attention  of  the  House  Commit- 
tee on  the  Wednesday  following  their  date,  and 
answer  thereto  will  then  be  sent  to  members 
complaining. 
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VISITORS 

Members  inviting  friends  to  accompany  them 
to  the  Club  House  under  Section  1  of  By-Law 
VI.  shall  register  their  names  in  a  book  provided 
for  the  purpose. 

The  By-Law  referred  to  shall  not  be  construed 
to  permit  the  habitual  use  of  the  Club  House  by 
a  non-member. 

COAT  ROOM 

Checks  will  be  given  at  the  Coat  Room  for 
hats,  coats  and  umbrellas,  but  the  Association 
will  not  be  responsible  for  any  article  there  lost. 

SUPPLIES 

Any  member  may  himself  take  or  send  away 
from  the  Club  House  any  provisions,  wines,  or 
liquors  ordered  by  him,  but  none  shall  be  sent 
out  to  a  member  except  upon  permission  of  a 
member  of  the  House  Committee. 

BREAKAGE 

Glass,  crockery,  or  other  property  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, broken  or  injured  by  a  member,  will  be 
charged  to  him. 

FEES 

Servants  must  not  be  feed.    An  employee  of 
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the  Association  who  receives  a  fee  or  gratuity 
in  any  form  from  a  member  or  visitor  will  be 
dismissed. 

CORKAGE 

A  charge  of  fifty  cents  a  bottle  will  be  made 
for  wines  and  liquors  brought  to  the  Club  House 
by  members.
